Washington, July 9—(JP)—Pre- 


sident Truman asked congress to- 


|(day to end the .state of war be- 


tween the United States and Ger- 
many. He said that unfortunately 
Russia had made a final' peace 
settlement Impossible at this time. 


Mr. Truman's action was part 


of a coordinated move by the west- 
ern Allies. The French cabinet ap- 
proved a decree to the same end 
although it was not clear whether 
it was effective immediately or 
must await the formation of a new 
cabinet in the next few days. 


Foreign Secretary Herbert Mor- 


. rison announced to the house of 
* commons that Britain's state of 
war with Germany was ended as 
from today. 


Three members of the British 


commonwealth—acting in advance 
—ended their state of war with 
the Germans. They were Australia, 
New Zealand /md South Africa. 
New vZealand also announced the 
end of ita state of war with Aus- 
tria. 


• The move was of major Import- 
ance In the east-west battle for 
the minds and support of th Gr- 


• man people. 


It also has some practical ad- 


vantages for the Germans al- 
though it will not end the occupa- 
tion by the western powers. 


With the state of war at an 


end, Germans will be able to trav- 
el or do business In the United 
States as nationals of a friendly 
government rather than as enemy 
aliens. 
.-.' Also Germans will be able to 
bring suits In U. S. courts. 


Specifically, Mr. Truman asked 


/.declaring the state of war with 


Germany shall be terminated at 
such date as the president pro- 
claims. 


This country has been In a state 


of war with Germany since Dec. 
U, 1941. ' 


The president's request was 


made In identical letters to the

• The communication hit repeat- 
edly at Russia, thus emphasizing

Personal Message 
Sent By President 
To Iran's Premier 


Tehran, Iran, July 


President Truman sent a personal 
message today to Iran's Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh, reportedly 
again urging moderation in the 
Middle East country's oil dispute 
with Britain. 


"A little late," was the comment 


by the nationalization-minded pre 
mier to U. S. Ambassador Henry 
F. Grady when Grady handed over 
his president's message. 


Grady declined to disclose the 


contents of the note, but other 
sources described it as another ap- 
peal for coolness in the dispute 
which threatens to close down the 
world's largest refinery at Abadan. 


The American diplomat said 


Mossadegh would make public the 
president's message later today. 
Although its contents were not 
Immediately 
disclosed, 
official 


quarters exhibited little hope that 
it would produce a last minute 
solution to the deadlock between 
Britain and Iran over nationaliza- 
tion of the Anglo-Iranian oil com- 
pany's properties. 


Grady reported to newsmen that 


Mossadegh said Mr. Truman's let- 
ter was answered in effect by a 
statement the cabinet plans to is- 
sue later today regarding the in- 
ternational court of justice's order 
calling for a curb on nationaliza- 
tion pending further negotiations. 
"I don't see how it (the letter) 


will have any effect, because we 
have already made our decision on 
the world court," Grady said Mos- 
sadegh told him.

Officials Sift Rubble of Propane Gas 
Storage Plant For Clue to Explosions 


Newark, N. J., July 9— (Jf)— 


Authorities sifted 
the twisted, 


scorched rubble of a sprawling 
propane gas storage plant today 
for a clue to the cause of a series 
of rocket-like explosions Saturday. 


Six separate federal, state and 


local agencies sent investigators 
to the 82-acre tank farm, still too 
hot to explore thoroughly more 
than 24 hours after the Initial 
blast. 


Meanwhile fire officials estimat- 


ed damage to the Warren Petro- 
leum Sales Corp-, and adjacent 
plants at $5,000,000 and said it 
may go even higher. 


Of the 11 men injured in the 


holocaust, only one remained on 
the danger list today. 


One lone tank blazed stubbornly 


yesterday despite 
a 
constant 


stream of water played into a gap- 
Ing hole in its side by one of 11 


fire companies'kept at the scene. 
Around it, like broken toys, lay 
most of the blasted 70-foot long 
cylindrical tanks. 


All told 75 of 135 tanks filled 


with highly-combustible cooking 
,gas blew skyward in a series of 
explosions that sent flames 2,500 
feet in the air and were heard 20 
miles away. 


Each of the tanks held 600,000 


cubic feet of propane gas. 


The discovery of three mortar 


shells and an artillery shell near 
the Warren plant touched off a 
short-lived rumor that they might 
have caused the disaster—worst 
in the city's history. 


This possibility was ruled out by 


Col. Lloyd M. Garner, command- 
ing officer of the Army's Raritan 
arsenal, after an on-the-spot in- 
vestigation. He said there was no 
powder in any f them. 


Ridgway Warns There Is No 
Guarantee Peace Will Come 
From Armistice Negotiations 


Seoul, Korea, July 9—(2P)—G«n. Matthew B. Ridgway warned 


tonight there was no real guarantee that peace In Korea win eome 
from the armistice negotiations opening tomorrow in Kaesong. 


With the start of cease-fire talks only hour* away, Ridgway said: 
"Whether there Is to be good faith or not Is only to be Judged by 


performance, and we haven's come to the performance stage x x x. 
Agreement on an armistice must precede a cessation of hostilities." 


The supreme commander was addressing correspondents on news 


coverage of the full scale negotiations. The correspondents have de- 
manded western press representation at the historic event. 


Ridgway Indicated there would be no western newsmen at to- 


morrow's session—but that there* 
——•"" 


might be at later sessions. 


He disclosed that he personally 


selected the five United Nations 
peace envoys and that he reserved 
the right "to change the delegates 
at any time." 


Earlier Monday Ridgway flew to 


Seoul from Tokyo with three of 
his envoys. Shortly thereafter they 
travelled by light planes to the 
advanced "peace camp" near Mun- 
san, where the other two mem- 
bers of the delegation were wait- 
ing. 


Ridgway gave his envoys their 


final instructions, then returned to 
Seoul. 


The peace camp Is only a few- 


minutes by air from Kaesong, the 
ancient capital where an end may 
be found for the Korean war, now 
In its 55th week. 


The talks probably will begin 


about 10 a. m. Tuesday (7 p. m. 
Monday, BST). 


Vice Adm. C. Turner Joy, chief 


Allied delegate, will confer with 
Ridgway at the end of each day's 
session. Joy is commander, U. S. 
Naval forces in Korean waters.

Maj. Gen. L. C. Craigie, TJ. S. Air 
Force; Maj. Gen. Henry I. Hodes, 
deputy chief of staff, U. S. Eighth 
Army; Rear Adm.

CHILDREN'S AID IN CHEST LIMELIGHT 


It is announced by Nat W. Drake, executive sec- 


retary and campaign director of Warren Community 
Chest, Inc., that Chest publicity will be centered on 
the Children's Aid Society during the month of July. 


The Children's Aid Society is one of nine local 


welfare agencies receiving support from Warren Com- 
munity Chest funds, and many people do not fully 
realize the extent of the good work being accomplish- 
ed by this organization. 


The Children's Aid Society of Warren County 


was formed sixty-two years ago, and has been con- 
tinually active since that time. 


Miss Claire Elliott has held the position as ex- 


ecutive director of the organization for the past seven 
years, and with the help of her board of directors, 
has done an outstanding job. 


For the past six years the Society has held a 


medical clinic at the Municipal Building on the first 
Friday of each month, with the generous coopera- 
tion of the Warren Kiwanis Club and Dr. Paul Fago. 


Most of the children receiving attention and aid 


from the Society are under school age, and over 30 
are placed in "Boarding Homes" at present. 


Where a child is placed in a foster home, the 


Society, if necessary, arranges to pay for their board 
and furnishes clothes and medications. 


In addition to the placement of children In foster 


homes, the Society works with children having physi- 
cal defects, deafness and psychiatric cases, helping 
arrange for their proper treatment. 


The Society also furnishes a service to unmar- 


ried mothers, helping them to rearrange their lives. 


An adoption service is maintained by the Society 


and they have arranged for the adoption of three 
children during the past year. 


In order that more people may become better 


acquainted with the fine work being done by this 
agency it has been arranged for Miss Elliott, the 
executive director, to talk before the Rotary Club on 
July 16, Lions Club July 17, Optimist Club July 24, 
Kiwanis Club July 25, and Zonta Club July 26. 


Also, two radio programs of 15 minutes each 


over WNAE have been arranged for later in the 
month and it is anticipated that Board members of 
the Society will take part in these broadcasts. 


The Children's Aid Society has been fortunate in 


always having a very capable board of directors, and 
this year's officers are as follows: Mrs. H. D. Hubbs, 
president; Miss Ann DeFrees, first vice-president; 
Mrs. C. A. Erickson, 2nd vice-president; Mrs. S. L.

Government Thrift Drive On, 
But Big Spending Continue?

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—Ifs the little, Insignificant things that 


count. There was a popular song with that refrain come years 
back. It bad to do with the little insignificant things in love. But 
the U. S. Congress has discovered that they're also important in 
government spending. 


This by way of preamble to saying that the great congressional 


economy drive—long heralded and long overdue—has at last started 
to roll. Instead of flattening out the big items of expenditure, however, 
it is concentrating on -the little insignificant things. Thousands 
hundreds of thousands and maybe even a few millions may be saved. 
But so far they don't add up to the necessary billions. 


The things that are being cut are in the government's housekeeping 
money. Hence the $300,000 cut proposed for President Truman's 
travel and entertainment funds. Objections are raised to the State 
Department's free lunches lor distinguished foreign visitors. There's, 
a drive on to reduce the number of government automobiles and 
chauffeurs. And to shorten vacations. 


Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois has been leading the fight against 


government auto purchases. Not counting armed services automobiles, 
tte government now owns approximately 20,000 passenger car* and 
2000 station wagons. General Services Administration, which buys 
them all, has a policy of replacing cars after six years or 60.000 miles. 
So it buys about 3600 new cars a year. And it is limited to $1400 
percar, unless Congress authorizes spending more for specific vehicles. 
So If the government bought no new cars at all this coming year, 
we saving would be in the nature of $5 million.

moreland, and York. In addition 
parts of Cambria, Cumberland and 
Franklin counties are closed.

-ald D. Prather, contended in his 
Ibrief that "the use of fists falls

:mltted with a deadly weapon, the 
rintent must be closely felonious or 
Hdeath will be subject only to a 
•^charge of manslaughter. . . . Fists 
jare deadly only by repeated and 
^continuous blows applied to a de- 
fenseless and unresisting victim."
